REMARKS 

Applicants thank the Examiner for the thorough consideration given the present 
application. 

Claims Amendments 

By way of the present Amendment, Applicants have amended claims 1, 17, 20, 22 and 23. 
Now new matter has been entered. 

Election of Species 

The Examiner has set forth an Election of Species Requirement as follows: 
Species 

i a cooling structure having at least two discharger ports having 
different discharge flow rates; and 

ii a cooling structure having a fan housing with a distribution duct and 
discharge ports arrangement; and 

iii a cooling structure having a case with radiation fins arrangement. 

In order to comply with the Examiner's Election of Species Requirement, Applicants 
provisionally elect Species i, readable on claims 1-24 for prosecution in the present application. 
Currently, at least claim 1 is believed to be generic. 

As set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.146, a reasonable number of species are permitted in a single 
application. The present application contains three species, which should be considered to be a 
reasonable number of species. Further, examination of all three species together in one 
application would not place an undue burden on the Examiner. It is respectfully submitted that 
the Examiner's Election of Species Requirement is improper in view of the fact that a reasonable 
number of species are set forth in the present application, and such is permitted by Rule 146. 

Accordingly, in view of the above remarks, reconsideration of the requirement for election 
of species, and an action on all of the claims in the application, are respectfully requested.
